In all that time, against the chal­ 
lenges of tlie world, the cup has re­ 
mained in America. In a pawnshop 
the cop wonldff’t draw 
enough 
to 
pay one crew in a trial race but the 
ideals which it represeato, the tradi­ 
tions of the sea, gives it a sentimen­ 
tal value and a place in national af 
feetion that makes it worth the for 
tines spent on it and will ju stify the 
outlay of millions in the future for 
its defence. 


After the cup was won in 1851 by 
the historic America it remained out 
of competition for 10 years when the 
New York Yateh Club set it up be 
fore the world as a challenge trophy. 
In the fall of 1-868, Jam es Asburv, 
a wealthy BritfsheT «who owned the 
Cambria, challenged the cup holders 
for a race. Corresjwmdence was ear* 
ied on for two years but it had no 
results since Asburv bad no club a f­ 
filiations and the cup holders were 
not forced to defend against private 
cha llenges. 


However, in Ju ly , 
J8 7 0, 
Asburv 
sailed the Cabria over and a race 
was arranged 
with 
30 
American 
Yachts again-st her. The course was 
off Staten Island in the upper,.bay,1 
through the Narrows, down the hay 
to Sandy Hook lightship and return, 
a distance of 38 nautioql miles.
